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Gareth Jones 


It was my privilege to meet Gareth 
Jones, the murdered Welsh journalist, 
when, a few years ago, he was sent to 
Dublin on a “story.” Accordingly it was 
with more than ordinary interest that this 
week I read two of the last articles that 
he wrote before his death. They are con- 
tained in the two latest issues of “* The 
Friend of Missions,”’ the official organ cf 
the Russian Missionary Society, which a 
friend has sent to me, and by a tragic 
coincidence the second of the two was 
actually at press at the time that the 
writer was captured by the Chinese Com- 


munists. Stranger still, however, is the 
opening sentence jof the first :— 
The eerie voice fof the police agent, the crack 
ef the firing squad and the thud of the falling 
ictir e been heard more often in the last 
few we n Ressia than for Many years. 


Surely this was a prophetic sentence for 
the man to write, since he himself was to 
fall a victim to the bullets of a Communist 
firing squad a few weeks later. 


His Russian Visit 


Gareth Jones is fairly described as “a 
research adviser on foreign affairs.”” He 
had travelled widely, and at the time of 
‘Ris death he was making a world tour on 
behalf of the Manchester Guardian. His 
anti-Communist views were well known, 
but although he struck hard and deep in 
his writings, his pen was never dipped in 
the vitriol which all too often stains, the 
pages of some journals nowadays. 

It was his custom to view his subject 
from every angle before he wrote about it, 
and on his Russian visit, to which the 
above-mentioned articles refer—he not 
only visited factories, talked with workers, 
discussed matters with Communists them- 
selves. but was received by Lenin's 
widow. by Commissar for Foreign Affairs 
Litvinoff, by the Commissar for Finance, 
and, among others, by the President of 
the Atheists.

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THE RECENT FIRES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THF IRISH TIMES. 
Srg,— The citizens of Dublin must be 
seriously disturbed at the statement in the 
daily Press that the police are satisfied that 
the recent mysterious fires in Dublin are 
purely accidental in origin. The implication 
is that there is to be no investigation. As 
one of those who was a witness of the fire in 
Parnell square which resulted in the death of 
two ladies, I would like to pay a tribute to 
the gallantry of the Dublin Fire Brigade and 
to protest, at the same time, against the way 
thar were hampered in their work of rescue. 
any witnesses could come forward to 
testify to the truth of what I am about to 
state. I turned into Frederick street from 
Dorset street just as the Fire Brigade from 


flames in the doomed house were already 
bursting from the hall door. The Brigade 
got quickly to work, and had already rescued 
two ladies, and had got one of the burnin 

rooms almost under control, when the crow 

was alarmed to see the flames bursting forth 
from the room again. We then noticed that 
the fireman was standing on the ladder with 
an empty hose in his hand. 

From the time I noticed this until the time 
when the water was forthcoming again an 
interval of ten minutes ela ’ was 
standing at the garage beside Findlater’s 
Church, and was not in a position to see 
what was passing as well as those who were 
closer to the burning building, but 1 have 
since learned from a gentleman who was 
nearer the scene that more than fifteen 
minutes elapsed (he checked the time on his 
watch) on at least one occasion before the 
water was available. Other members of the 
crowd told me that this happened several 
times during the night. 

Another ugly feature of the occasion was 
that there appeared to be no police present 
to control the crowd, and the usual irre- 
sponsible ‘youngsters thronged right up to the 
scene, endangering their own lives. I saw 
the Brigade at least twice turn their hose on 
the crowd to drive them back. A line of 
trams was drawn up to the very corner 
opposite the burning building, and, as no one 


ing fiercely, about 11 p.m., when they were 
moved back. 

We are constantly being told by the City 
Manager that we must not “ waste water ”; 
but surely the greatest wastage of water is 
to hoard it, so that it is not available for 
the use of the citizens in times of peril. We 
are.prond of our Dublin Fire Brigade, and 
their efficiency and heroism is acknowledged 
both here and abroad, but no body of men 
could fight fire without the essential supply 
of water. 

A distinguished Irishwoman has lost her 
life beside her invalid mother, two other 
ladies have been burned and were only 
rescued after heroic efforts, and a gallant 
member of the Brigade has been seriously 
injured, May I address an appeal to Dublin 
citizens to protest against this insane policy 
of hoarding water, and ask them to demand 
a public sworn inquiry into the recent

HEART BEATING AFTER 
BREATHING CEASED 


A case of a heart beating for an hour and 
a half after the patient had ceased to breathe 
was disclosed at an inquest at ég 3 Feis 
day on Frank Hopewell, a miner, of Langold 
who died in hospital under an anesthetic, 

A doctor from the hospital at Worksop said 
that when an operation was Dae performed 
on Hopewell it was discovered that the 
breathing was shallow and an injection of 
adrenalin, the usual heart stimulant, was ad- 
ministered. It was noticed that the heart 
continued to beat for an hour and a half after 
breathing had ceased, Artificial respiration 
was carried ont for two hours, with no 
response. Death was due to shock, and the 
effects of the anesthetic. 

A. verdict of death by misadventure was 
returned. 

A medical authority at a leading London 
hospital last night told a reporter :—'' For the 
heart to beat ix an hour and a half after 
breathing has stopped is longer than usual, 
but the case itself is not unusual. I have 
known of cases where the heart continued for 
over three-quarters of an hour in such circum- 
stances. Experimentally the heart has been 
made to beat even longer in the case of 
animals. ‘There need be no automatic breath- 
ing so long as air—even a tiny amount—is 
being put into the patient by means such as 
artificial respiration. Cases are on record of 
people who had lived after their breathing and 
their heart have stopped. A Manchester 
woman was ‘dead’ for four minutes during 
an operation in hospital recently and her 
heart was made to beat again with adrenalin. 
Similar cases have been reported in the past 
year from Birkenhead, Accrington and 
Worcestershire.”

CORONER FINDS NO 
NEGLIGENCE 


Evidence was given yesterday. at the 
inquest at Scarborough on a fireman, who 
died from scalds received when a _ boiler 
exploded on the eg 
Flamborough Head, on Friday last, that the 
man had complained to his father about the 
boiler, 

David Primrose, father of John McLarin 
Primrose, aged 33, of Lower Granton road, 
Leith, said that his son said he wanted to 
get another ship, as the boiler of the Con- 
stance was leaking, and causing him extra 
work, Before leaving Leith he said to his 
brother ; ' We will be back in ten days,. as 
we are goiag to get a new boiler, and I 
shall have a few days at home.” 

Mr. Snowball, solicitor for the owners—It 
was a dockside rumour’?—Yes, a rumour to 
that effect, 

Mr. Primrose added that he was always 
taught that the average life of a boiler was 


eleven years; but,.nevertheless, they could 
have a boiler lasting twenty years and giving 
no trouble. 


John Harcus, chief engineer, said that the 
vessel was built in 1902, and the original 
boilers were in her at the time of the 
secident. He could give no reason for the 
accident. 

Replying to Mr. Snowball, he said that the 
safety valves had blown off before leaving 
Leith, and that indicated to him that the 
boilers were absolutely sound.

INDUSTRIES

REVIVAL PROPOSALS

_ The question of the revival of the cottage 
industries of Donegal was under discussion at 
a meeting which was held at Ardara. Mr. 
M. McNelis, who presided; said that the 
Government were willing to co-operate with 
the people to revive the industries now 
languishing, and which in former years gave 
much-needed employment in the homes, and 
realised considerable sums at the local faii's. 

In former days the wool from the mountain 
sheep in the negal Gaeltacht was shorn, 
dyed, carded and spun in the cottages, m 
the mountain homes all along the south- 
western seaboard. 

Mr, McFadden, T.D., suggested the setting 
up by the Government of a local service 
department to advise on patterns and designs. 
The finding of a market for the homespuns 
was one of the chief difficulties. He agreed 
that a registered trade mark or stamp on 
the native products would have a very bene 
ficial effect 

Mr. J. D. Cassidy said that many im- 
ported imitations, nade from foreign yarns 
end probably spun in England, were sold as 
real homespun Donegal tweeds. The home- 
spun industry should be a purely native one 
which would work its way to success on its 
cwn merit. 


THE TRADE MARK 


The rative wool would be shorn from the 
local mouatain sheep, teased fine, broken, 
carded, spun, dyed and woven into patterns 
o: different designs; then stamped and 
branded with a registered trade mark, ‘This 
product could be classed pure Donegal home- 
spun cloth, and any merchant could stand 
over it and vouch for its quality: 

In former days some £16,000 was paid for 
this class of tweeds; now the aggregate 
amount paid to local weavers for a period 
of three months was only £63. 

This matter needed urgent Government at- 
tention, or else the decay of the native Done- 
gal homespun industry was imminent, 

Mr. McNelis, Chairman, said that the in- 
dustry should be put on a footing something 
similar to the methods adopted by the manu- 
facturers of Harris tweeds in land. 

Mr. Brady, T.D., urged that fomething on 
the lines indicated should be done for the 
revival of the industry. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the 
co-operation of the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Development Association in the 
matter, and pressing on the Government to 
take further steps to preserve the native in- 
dustry. The resolution also suggested that 
a svstem similar to thet im force in the 
Gaeltacht areas from 1892 to 1914 would 
prove satisfactory. 

Mr, MecNelis was deputed by the meeting 
to co-operate with this Association in order 
to investigate the possibilities of obtaining 
a registered trade mark for Donegal tweeds. 
He was, in addition, appointed to see the

PRISONER GREATES 
SCENE IN COURT

CLONMEL, Monday. 

The deek ,in. Clonmel Courthouse was the 
scene of aw exeitng incident today when the 
Court was interrupted during the struggles 
and ontcries of a twenty years: old prisoner, 
Noel Treston. Treston, who was stated to 
be a native of Dubhn and a .Borstal inmate 
out on hceneea, was charged with having 
braken into the house of a farmer at Bally- 
dremid, Cahir, where he had heen employed, 
and stolen money and jewellery 

Tle alao was charged with having mali- 
ciously damaged property in the honse. 

In a statement he was alleged to have made 
to the police the defendant told a story of 
having entered the house while it was un- 
occupied on a Sunday morning. He con- 
sumed a large quantity of wime and whiskey, 
and fired several shots from a shotgun which 
he found before he deeamped with the money 
and jewellery, He also admitted having 
caused considerable damage in the house. 

When he was told by District Justice Troy 
at Clonmel Court. to-day that his licence had 
been revoked, and that he would have to 
return to the Borstal for another twelve 
months to complete iis term, the prisoner 
became excited and shouted: ‘‘I won't go 
back; it was not a fair trial.’’ He struggled 
violently with half a dozen Guards before he 
was removed, shouting loudly. He was taken 
away in a motor car. 

A suspensory sentence of six months’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour also was 1m- 
posed on the Cahir charges.

Communism in America 


There seems to be a general impression 
in Ireland that a close friendship, based 
on their common distrust of Japan, exists 
between the United States of America and 
the Union of Sccialist Soviet Republics.

encouraged such a view. For a long time 
after the Great War America refused any 
recognition to Russia; coldly suspicious, 
she remained aloof. Gradually the 
Americans came to realise that such 
aloofness could not last for ever, that both

nations were bound by a common interest, 
and that an attitude of aloofness must be 
replaced, if not by positive friendship, 
at all events by mutual tolerance. 
result of this change of heart was 
President Roosevelt’s formal recognition 
of Soviet Russia in November, 1933, and 
the immediate establishment of diplomatic 
relations betweea the two countries. By 
the agreement that enshrined this im- 
portant change of policy ix was stipulated, 
first and foremost, that each 
would refrain from interference with the 
A more 


country 


internal affairs of the other. 
detailed stipulation was accepted at the 
time by Russia, and was admitted in a 
letter to President Roosevelt from M. 
Litvinoff. Russia agreed, according to 
this letter, to forbid the formation -.. 
soil of any organisation or group whose 
object might be to overthrow or to alfer 
by force the political or social order 
of the United States. Clearly the 
‘crusading ” spirit of the Russian Com- 
munist Party in itself contravenes this 
article of the agreement. The Russians, 
as every nation knows to its. cost, are 
not satisfied with the spread of their 
gospel over the former dominions of the 
Tsar. They wish that its dubious bless- 
ings shall be enjoyed by every nation ; and 
they do not scruple to boast loudly about 
the progress of Communism, under their 
auspices, in other lands, 

On several occasions since 1933 the 
United States has protested to Moscow 
concerning Russian propaganda, and has 
pointed out that, on Russia’s own admis-

soil for the ‘‘communising’’ of the United 
States. These protests, however, have not 
been sufficient to disturb diplomatic rela- 
tions.

Several nations—including the 
French and, presumably, the Italians— 
will be anxious to see the main stream of 
traffic diverted to the south, and quite 
possibly it may take that course unless 
the other can hold out greater advantages. 
The news that Newfoundland is making 
preparations will strengthen the claims of 
the North Atlantic service, and they would 
be strengthened still more if it were known 
that Ireland was doing her share. It 
would be too much, of course, to expect 
that the Free State Government would

Veterans of the Road 


Some German motor car manufacturers 
have submitted a proposal for the stimula- 
tion of trade. By fixing a price—possibly 
about £10—below which no secondhand 
motor car may be sold, they hope to induce 
the public to scrap all motor vehicles of 
advanced years, and thus to encourage the 
sale of new cars. A special body would 
assess the value of the old machine, and 
then would buy it up for resale to a 
licensed salvage concern, The suggestion 
will have interest to motor car owners in 
Ireland ; for, possibly, the Free State con- 
tains more old motor vehicles than any 
country in the world. It is only of recent 
years that she has had her own assembling 
factories, which help to counteract the 
heavy duties which previously placed new 
models beyond the reach of almost every- 
body: but, even so, a car still costs a 
great deal of money here, and the roads 
still are filled with relics ofea bygone age. 
Where prices are so high, the secondhand 
trade must flourish. “A reasonably efficient 
secondhand motor car now may be bought 
for anything between £20 and £40; but 
the smallest and cheapest of the new 
models costs four or five times as much. 
In the case of thousands of prospective 
purchasers this is a prohibitive increase ; 
and the German scheme, if adopted here, 
would drive the poorer class of people off 
the roads, with a resultant loss of trade to 
garages and motor repair shops. Apart 
from the commercial side of the question, 
it would be no bad thing, trom the point 
of view of.the general safety, if some of 
the veterans were removed from the public 
highways. Among motor vehicles of exces- 
sively ancient vintage it is inevitable that 
brakes and steering should be uncertain 
in operation, and that loose wheels and 
worn tyres should make skidding an ever- 
present menace. Amid the increasingly 
swift traffic of modern times some of these 
survivals may be a real nuisance.

Post Office Concessions 


Following recent concessions in the form 
of cheaper telegrams and lower parce!s 
post rates, another change is to be intr 
duced by the British Post Office next wee.

drawal of money by telegram. The fee . 
one shilling now charged in addition t 
the cost of the telegrams will be abolished, 
and the only charge will be the cost of the 
telegraphic application to the head office 
and sixpence for the reply. “This wil' 
enable amounts up to £10 to be obtaine: 
within a few hours. Major Tryon, th: 
present Postmaster-Genera]. is thus follow 
ing the policy of his predecessor in the 
office, Sir Kingsley Wood, who intro:luc 
many concessions to the public. 


Cheaper Flying 


The Air Ministry is to free the manu 
facture and flying of light aeroplanes from 
official control, This decision will give to 
the British aircraft industry the bigges: 
impetus it has received since the War. and 
will revolutionise flying for the private 
owner. A general exemption cannot at 
present be given to all light aircraft, but. 
pending the necessary legislation, special 
application will be necessary for each type 
and make of machine. The new system 
will provide for reasonable conditions o! 
efficiency and safety similar to those which 
govern the use of a motor car. One of the 
main conditions is that a machine must 
not fly outside Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. This is because Great Britain 
has given freedom from control in advance 
of all other countries. Also, the aeroplane 
must not carry fare-paying passengers. 
Third-party insurance is compulsory, as in 
the case of a motor car, and the machine 
must be maintained in good repair. It is 
confidently believed the new system will 
inaugurate an era of cheap aviation and 
will bring flying within the reach of any- 
one who owns a car or a motor cycle 
eombination. 


The Territorials 


A great attempt is to be made this 
winter to bring the two London terri 
torial divisions up to their establishment 
by an intensive recruiting campaign. 
Taken together they cannot muster more 
then 10,800 all ranks, while some of the 
northern divisions number nearly 9,000. 
It is felt that an addition to strength of 
at least 20 per cent. can be achieved h; 
methods now under review, which by no 
means comprise the old, spectacular, 
direct appeals to ‘‘ Join the Colours.”’ 
Such forms of mass appeal having failed, 
it is hoped that good results will follow a 
personal campaign on the lines of “ Catch 
your pal,” each serving territorial being 
put on his honour to bring in at least one 
recruit from among his friends. This was 
tried in London some years ago, and 
proved more successful than any other 
method. 


Partridge Shooting 


Partridge-shooting prospects are far from 
bright, and when the season opels on 
September 1st sport will be poor in most 
districts. This unfavourable position is 
due to several circumstances, the outstand 
ing features being the severe rains after 
the first birds had been hatched, and the 
hot, dry weather after the second hatc!i.

Official quarters in Rome are reticent with regard to the reason 
for calling the extraordinary meeting of the Cabinet at Bolzano: It 
is stated that administrative questions only will be discussed, and the 
question of Abyssinia and other matters of national importance will 


not be brought up. 


At the same time, says Reuter, discussion of these burning 


' questions cannot be excluded. 


It would fit in with Mussolini's

the North of Italy.

The Italian Government, says a Rome 
message, are now preparing the well-docu- 
tented statement which they are going to 
present at the meeting of the League 
Council on September 4th, in which they 
make their case against Abyssinia. It is 
understood that in this document Italy 
argues that Abyssinia should be excluded 
forthwith from the League of Nations.

TROOPS LEAVING

The troops will leave Southampton in 
the troopship Neuralia on Tuesday of next 
week, Righty of the men will be accom- 
panied by their families. 

A change has been made in the plans of 
H.M.S. Glorious, the aircraft carrier. The 
warship arrived at Gibraltar on Saturday, 
and was expected to stay a month, but left 
suddenly for Malta yesterday to join the 
Mediterranean Fleet. This was stated at 
the Admiralty to be a matter of ordinary 
routine. : 

It was stated at the Air Ministry, In 
reply to an inquiry whether any additional 
Air Force personnel were being sent to 
Malta or Aden, that there was nothing of 
any importance in this connection to com- 
municate. Anti-aircraft equipment will 
accompany the artillery detachment that 
is leaving Southampton for Malta next 
week, 

There were no important developments 
in London yesterday arising out of the 
[talo-Abyssinian dispute. Sir Samuel 
Hoare, the Foreign Secretary, and Mr. 
Eden, Minister for League of Nations 
Affairs, will return to Whitehall to-day. 
According to present arrangements Mr.

. HE Dublin Corporation hopes to raise 
a sum of £1,000,000 in. the early 
future for housing purposes. The demand 
for houses built under the Housing of the 
Working Classes Acts is greater than ever. 
There is very good evidence of this in the 
constant stream of applicants at the 
Mansion House, where the Lord Mayor 
(Alderman A. Byrne, T.D.) receives scores 
of visitors daily, as do other members of 
the Corporation. 
If the million pounds is forthcoming on 
reasonable terms it will be ex cadet by 
the Corporation on further building con- 
tracts, in continuance of its housing pro- 
gramme. ‘The City Manager and Corpora- 
tion will thus be enabled to keep many 
hundreds of men employed while easing 
the house hunger. 


SMALL DWELLINGS 


A most important factor in the solution 
of this problem will again be in the minds 
of the City Manager and Corporation—the 
urgent claim of the people who are seeking 
to build their own homes under the pro- 
visions of the Small Dwellings (Acquisi- 
tion) Acts. The provision of this class of 
house has been paralysed for lack of 
money, as the sums allocated have come to 
an end. 

The fact that these resources have been 
dried up, and that a pressing demand is 
still being made, will result in a further 
considerable allocation of moneys—it is 
understood—in larger proportion than has 
hitherto been the practice. 


NEW RATEABLE PROPERTY 


The Corporation is being urged to take 
a favourable view of this demand. The 
people desiring to build houses for them- 
selves under the Small Dwellings ( Acquisi- 
tion) Acts are among the most reputable of 
citizens. They create rateable property of 
a permanent revenue value, and every one 
of the houses built by these citizens con- 
stitutes an additional municipal asset. The 
attention that has hitherto been given by 
the City Manager and members. of the 
Corporation to this class of building is a 
matter of congratulation, but the feeling 
among speculative builders and societies 
concerned with the financial aspect of the 
problem is that allocations out of muni- 
cipal housing funds could be more propor- 
tionate to the demand of the would-be 
private house-owner and without hindrance 
to the programme of providing working- 
class municipally-owned dwellings. 

Interested parties of all sorts are look- 
ing expectantly to the Corporation, in view 
of the intention to raise money in the near 
future.

Ithough Congress, relieved from the sense 
of imminent She may occasionally take 
its own way in defiance of the ‘President, 
and although the Senate and the House of 
Representatives may indulze in occasional 
bickerings, the record of the past session 
shows how earnestly they are still working 
to ‘reconstruct, on what they believe to be 
sounder lines, the system which collapsed 
in 1931. 

The measures passed include the Work 

Relief Act, appropriating 4,880,000,000 
dollars to set 3,500,000 unemployed to work 
upon projects of national utility; the 
Banking Act, giving the Federal Reserve 
Bank óg gá control over the national 
credit system; the Social Security Act, 
which by itself would have made the 
session memorable—providing for old age 
pensions, unemployment insurance and aid 
to widows, the blind, crippled children and 
other distressed groups; the Public 
Utility Holding Company Act, intended to 
protect the public against what are be- 
lieved to widespread abuses; the 
Labour Relations Act, setting up a 
National Board to ensure freedom of 
colleetive bargaining between employers 
and employed ; the Revenue Bill, impos- 
ing additional taxation on large incomes, 
excess profits and inter-corporation divi- 
dends; the Guffey Act, giving power of 
self-government to the soft coal industry, 
and Acts strengthening the Agricultural 
Adjustment administration and the Ten- 
nessee Valley authority. 
It is significant that so great an array 
of drastic measures should have been 
passed, some of them in defiance of strong 
outside agitation, and nearly all of them 
very much in the form desired by the 
President. It» shows that, in spite of 
occasional recalcitrancies, Congress is still 
eager to give effect to the principles of 
the ‘‘ New Deal.” Whether the general 
public is equally eager cannot be known 
for certain until November next year, 
when President and Congress must both 
face the electors.

VO Tuam men had a narrow escape 
from death in the early hours of this 
morning when their motor car ran up on 
the promenade at Salthill, and turned on 
its side a few inches from the edge. In 
a few seconds the car was on fire. 

They are Bartholomew Goff (the driver) 
and John Nicholson, They were dragged 
from the blazing car by Mr. A. Toft, as- 
sisted by others. ‘The two men were in 
Salthill with a party. At about 1 o’clock 
this morning they were going out towards 
Salthill in their Chrysler. Approachin 
Foster Park they came into collision wi 
a stationary car which was parked on the 
right-hand side of the road, opposite the 
promenade. The stationary car also was 
a Chrysler, the property of Mr. Thomas 
Corcoran, Birr. 

When taken from the car both men 
were UNCONSCIOUS, 

Members of the Civic Guard, under Ser- 
geant Sugrue, were quickly on the scene, 
and soon had the fire extinguished. The 
occupants of the car were removed to the 


Central Hospital, Galway, where they 
were ketended by Doctors Michael 
O'Malley and W. A, Sandys. 

Mr. Corcoran's cur was severely 


damaged, and he had to hire a caf to take 
himself and his party back to Birr. 

The car, which went on fire, is damaged 
beyond all repair. 


OTHER ACCIDENTS 


Captain 'T. O. Jameson had an alarm- 
ing experience when motoring from Cappo- 
quin to Waterford. When over a mile 
from Cappoquin the steering gear became 
locked, and the car struck the fence on 
the left side of the ‘read, spun right 
round and turned over on its right side, 
smashing the windows on that side. 

Captain Jameson escaped with a few 
scratches, but the car was completely 
wrecked. 

While James Mason, Cappoquin, owner 
and driver of a hackney motor car, was 
driving down Barrack street, Cappoquin, 
Joseph Gallagher (3) was struck by the 
running band on the left side of the car 
and knocked down.

MOTORIST CHARGED WITH 
MANSLAUGHTER 


There was a sequel yesterday in Dundalk 
to the fatal accident last night at 
Haggardstown, four miles from Dundalk, 
in which Miss Brigid Tuite, of St. 
Patrick’s terrace, was killed while cycling 
from Blackrock with her brother. 

Miss Tuite, who was aged twenty years, 
was knocked down by a motor car which 
was travelling in the direction of Dublin, 
and when conveyed by a passing motor car 
‘to the Louth Infirmary she was dead; her 
skull, right arm and right leg having been 
fractured. . The car which struck Miss 
Tuite proceeded on its way. | 

Following the collision there was much 
police activity in the district, and all cars 
were stopped. Later in the night a young 
man, Cornelius Joseph Walsh, a bank 
clerk, with an address in 7 Dame street, 
Dublin, was brought with his four-seater 
car to Anne Street Barrack, where he was 
detained during the night. 

To-day at a special Court, before Mr. 
John Maguire, Peace Commissioner, 
Walsh was charged with the manslaughter 
of Miss Tuite the previous night by 
knocking her down with a motor car of 
which he was the driver. | 

Sergeant McHale gave evidence of arrést, 
and stated that Walsh made a statement 
which was not being put into evidence at 
present. He asked for a remand to 
Dundalk District Court. 

The remand was granted, Walsh being 
allowed bail.

Mrs. Livingstone, who is in Massereene 
Hospital, Antrim, with broken ribs and 
minor injuries, also shows improvement.

“ao fires which occurred yesterday in 
Dublin brought the total number 
within the city in a period of two weeks 
to six, In that short space of time 
hundreds of thousands of pounds damage 
has been caused by the outbreaks. 

In nearly all cases the fire was well 
under way before the alarm was raised, 

Yesterday the Brigade answered three 
calls, one of which proved to be a false 
alarm; but in the other two instances 
fairly extensive damage\was caused, and 
human life was endangered in an outbreak 
in the evening at Talbot street. 


SEEN THROUGH KEYHOLE 


A girl’s screams undoubtedly saved the 
lives of several people who were involved 
in the Talbot street fire, which broke out 
at 7.30 p.m. in premises at No. 8, which 
Were occupied on the ground floor by 
Messrs. Tone Art Wallpapers, and on the 
first landing by the Dublin Watch Repair 
Company. There were several people in 
the upper part of the house when the fire, 
whose origin on the first floor is not known, 
was discovered by Miss O'Reilly, who 
resides with her mother in the house. 

She was, she told an Jrish Times 
reporter, about to leave.the house, and was 
going down the stairs with a child in her 
arms when she heard what she thought was 
the clacking of a typewriter. On looking 
through the keyhole of the Watch Repair- 
ing Company’s rooms, fronting the street, 
she saw a sweet of flame. 


WARNED BY SCREAMS 


She screamed and dashed down the 
stairs, carrying the child in her arms. 
Later she wandered among the’ crowds 
gathered in the street oe for her 
mother, whose safety she doubted until it 
was learned that the other people im the 
house had heard her screams, and had 
dashed down the stairs through dense 
smoke into the street. 

Three women, Mrs. Purfield and her two 
daughters, were on the top @oor of the 
four-storey premises, and Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Brophy, who reside on the second floor, 
were outside their apartment when they 
heard the screams. 

Flames were coming through the first 
floor ‘windows, and people were rushing 
into Talbot street from many directions, 
when the Fire Brigade arrived at 7.55 p.m. 
Members of the Brigade dashed into the 
premises and assured themselves that they 
were tinoccupied. They had the flames 
virtually extinguished in five minutes, 


WATCHES DESTROYED 


Beyond blistered walls and stairway, the 
upper portion of the building escaped 
damage, as also did the furniture in both 
the top.storey and the room on the first 
floor adjoining the watch repairing 
premises,» but some water caused damage 
to the stock in the wallpaper shop on the 
round floor. The stock and fittings of 

r. Pilkington’s watch repairing room 
were destroyed, the floor being strewn with 
charred timber and burned and twisted 
parts of watches and clocks. 

Mr. Pilkington, when informed of the 
fire, came from his home, which is near 
the shop. He said that he had left the 
shop at 6 o’clock, and at that time every- 
thing looked just as usual. There was 
nothing in the place that he thought would 
burn easily. He could not give any 
estimate of the worth of the articles de- 
stroyed. |

EXTENSIVE DAMAGE

Almost the entire adult population of 
Leixlip, Co. Kildare, turned fire-fighters 
for over two hours last night when they 
fought, en masse, a blaze that destroyed 
the main factory premises of the Leixlip 
Woodworking Co., and caused damage to 
the estimated extent of £2,000. 

With the largest buckets available, they 
took supplies of water from a‘hand pump 
on the roadway nearby, and also from 
the River Liffey, some distance away, and 
forming a human chain, passed the vessels 
from one to another until they reached 
the scene of the outbreak. 

FACTORY GUTTED 

Their efforts were, however, unavailing, 
and the factory premises, which were con- 
structed of concrete and timber, with a 
corrugated iron roof, extending aléng a 
frontage of 50 yards, were gutted, nothing 
remaining at midnight but a smouldering 
mass of twisted iron-work and warped 
machinery. 

The fire was first noticed at*7.45 p.m. 
by .a number of men standing in the 
village street. One of them, Christopher 
Hynes, Leixlip, accompanied by Thomas 
Harte and James Waters, also of Leixlip, 
ran towards the factory, while others went 
to notify Capt. W. P. Hone, Leixlip 
House, the proprietor of the factory, whose 
residence is nearby. 


BRIGADE SUMMONED 


“ We saw the flames coming through 
the roof,” Mr. Hynes told an Jrish Times 
/reporter, “and we burst in the front 
entrance. We then saw that the interior 
of the factory was well alight, the tlames 
being particularly fierce in the electric 
wires in the roof and around one of the 
small dynamos supplying power to the 
furniture-making machines. 

*“ Not being able to go through the 
Miilding, we smashed the windows and 
managed to get the books and other docu- 
ments out of the office, as well as a num- 
ber of chairs and other small pieces of 
furniture.”’ 

The Dublin Fire Brigade was sum- 
moned by Guard M. Condon, Celbridge, 
but when the Thomas street section 
arrived it was found that owing to lack 
of facilities, and the inaccessibility of the 
river, no adequate supply of water was 
available. The section poured on about 
fifty gallons of water which it had carried 
with it, but by this time the entire factory 
was being consumed, and it made no im- 
pression. 


TWENTY EMPLOYES 


Captain Hone stated that the factory 
carried a fairly large stock of furniture, 
and also contained a quantity of costly 
machinery. Twenty men had been em- 
ployed there since it was established five 
years ago. The factory, he added, had 
been locked up in the usual way at 6 p.m., 
and everything then appeared to be quite 
normal. 

The polishing section of the factory is 
situated a short distance away from the 
main premises, and did not suffer damage.

the Irish Times of last Thursday 
reasons were assigned for two con- 
clusions which, if accepted, would open 
up a new and hopeful field for the dis- 
cussion of Dublin’s street transport and 
trafic problems. The first was that the 
Dublin United Tramways’ Company’s 
present fleet of 300 tramcars and 350-- 
mainly obsolescent—omnibuses involve 
serious extravagance, with consequent 
excessive charges to the traveling public. 

The second was that the. need, now 
becoming imperative, for traffic easements 
in the O’Connell Bridge-College Green 
area, and at other congested points, de- 
mands the withdrawal of tramcar services. 

It was further suggested that from 3500 
to 400 modern omnibuses would achieve 
results more convenient to the public, and 
less unprofitable to shareholders, than 
would the maintenance of the present 650 
‘buses and tramcars. | 


CORPORATION WAYLEAVES 


Assuming the general acceptance of such 
main propositions, it may now be help- 
ful very briefly to consider two or three 
of their more important implications. . In 
the first place, it becomes necessary to 
consider the effect of tramcar abolition 
on municipal revenues. For their tram- 
car, as distinct from their omnibus, ser- 
vices the company contribute annually— 
in wayleave charges, rates and street 
maintenance outlays—not less than 
£50.000 to municipal funds. 

That contribution would cease. but, as 
will be shown later, can be compensated 
for by means of a simple anl equitable 
adjustment between the revenue accounts 
of the Corporation and the Road Fund. 


..8.B. REVENUES 

Not less important from the aspect of 
public finance would be the disappearance 
of the Tramways’ Company as by far the 
biggest consumers of the Electricity Supply 
Board’s current. Though highly favoured 
in’ price, the company’s demand for 
electricity (equal to more than one-eighth 
of the Electricity Board’s total output) is 
of such a nature as very materially to help 
the ‘‘ load-factor’’ of the whole under- 
taking. As a means to correlate traffic 
needs with the welfare of electricity enter- 
prise in other cities, resort has been had 
—with varying degrees of satisfaction—to 
the trolley "bus, or “ trackless tramcar.” 

That such a change would represent a 
marked advance on present conditions in 
Dublin (by getting rid of long queues of 
trams immobilised as they are daily, by 
some minor defect in a single vehicle— 
and by enabling passengers to enter or 
alight at the kerbside) is hardly open to 
discussion. But, on the other hand, the 
superior flexibility of the pe” or oil- 
driven vehicle—permitting of service at 
any point, and of mass concentration for 
special events or emergencies—is unques- 
tionable. Whilst such alternative advan- 
tages must be carefully examined, the 
balance of advantage (éspecially for 
reasons to be mentioned later) would seem 
to lie with the oil-driven vehicle and the 
discovery of other special outlets (possibly 
some kind of electro-chemical industrr) for 
the disposal of surpius electric current. 


SHAREHOLDERS’ 
PROSPECTS 


But, even then, the really big financial 
crux would remain. What provision is 
possible for the proprietors of the Tram- 
ways’ Company’s nominal capital of 
£2,000,000? One fears that their choice 
must be between the lesser of two evils. 
Either the writing down of capital to, 
say, £1,500,000 (more than its present 
market value) and the acquisition of an 
efficient fleet of new 
an outlay of, say, £500,000: or a 
continuance of the present disastrous 
policy of operating redundant “ mixed ' 
vehicles, exacting excessive fares, and 
creating traffic chaos in central areas. 


WHAT EXPERIENCE HAS 
SHOWN 


For the purpose of discussion it may be 
helpful to outline a definite proposal 
under the former alternative. Its basis is 
the “ scrapping” of all tramcars and of 
250 of the existing 350 omnibuses ; and the 
purchase of 200 double-deck and 1600 new 
modern single-deck vehicles. The assump- 
tion that 200 double and:-200 single-deck 
vehicles would, subject to certain céndi- 
tions, be adequate for all city and 
suburban services rests on something more 
than mere guesswork. 

Experience in Cork and elsewhere has 
shown that the omnibus of equal seating 
capacity to the tramcar can, owing to its 
greater speed and flexibility, carry at least 
fifty per cent. more passengers during the 
same time interval. Concurrently, experi- 
ence has also proven that the margin 
between ‘“‘all-in’’ operating costs and 
gross receipts per mile is immeasurably 
greater with the omnibus than with the 
tramcar of equal capacity. In such estab- 
lished facts would seem to be reasonable 
hope for Tramway shareholders, 

Only a very brief reference to recom- 
pensing the Corporation for the losses of 
wayleave charges and street maintenance 
is necessary. In licence and fuel import 
duties each new omnibus would mean at 
least another £200 annually to the 
national exchequer. The transfer of such 
new revenues—or of some substantial part 
of them—to the Corporation would provide 
adequate compensation. 


INTERCHANGE OF 
VEHICLES 


One other important point, adumbrated 
above, must be mentioned. It has been 
suggested that Dublin street transport 
might be handed over to the Great 
Southern and Great Northern Railway 
Companies. If some equitable arrange- 
ment could be arrived at with Tramway 
proprietors such an arrangement micht 
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have much to commend it. Short, how- 
ever, of such a drastic ms there are 
simple and eminently desirable means by 
which the citizens, and the t'.ree com- 
panies concerned, might reap material 
advantages. By mutual ent one 
fleet of reserve vehicles might meet the 
emergency requirements of all. 


As all transport operators know the 
cost of reserves to meet únnsual or unex-. 


pected demands is a serious factor in 
finance. By providing for the rapid ex- 
change of vehicles u some clearly 
defined basis the three big concerns could 
benefit themselves very materially and 
ensure the maximum of public con- 
venience. Such concentration—at any 
hour and at any point however remote— 
is possible with the oil-driven omnibus. 
It is obviously impossible with the rail- 
bound vehicle—or even with the “ track- 
less tramcar.”' 
meet the emergency when it arises, and 
where it arises, that the very essence of 


‘economical and efficient transport organisa- 


tion would seem to he! 

All major considerations of public con- 
venience and of commercial prudence 
would, therefore, seem to call for the 
earliest possible abandonment of tram- 
cars; for radical reorganisation and ex- 
tension of omnibus services, and for the 
fullest possible measure of co-operation 
between the “‘ Big Three’’ who control 
Dublin’s city, suburban and provincial 
public transport organisation. 


THE FRENCH COAL 
QUOTA 
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BRITISH OWNERS MAY. 
MAKE AN ARRANGEMENT 
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TIMES” TELEGRAM, 
PARIS, Monday. 


Though the 10 per cent. cut in the coal 
quota will affect chiefly the British coal 
trade, the British exporters will not be 
able to make an official protest, as the cut 
is not discriminatory. It applies to all 
coal imported into France. 

The explanation of this reduction at a 
time when the Government are striving 
to reduce prices and enconrage foreign 
trade must be sought in the unemployment 
problem. The coal-owners have apparently 
convinced the Government that, if coal 
imports were maintained, unemployment 
among miners would go up. They also 
pointed out that by cutting the price of 
coal by 10 per cent., while forbidding them 
to reduce miners’ wages, the Government 
placed a new burden on an industry 
which—unlike other French industries 
affected by the decrees—would not get com. 
pensations in other directions. 

At the same time, it should be added 
that the French coal industry has recently 
been making satisfactory profits, and 
should have been well able to shoulder 
some of the sacrifices without asking for 
something in return. 


TO AVOID FRICTION 


Representatives of the French and 
British coal trades have been discussing 
for some time a proposal for pooling their 
interests on the French coal market, It 
is desired to avoid the recurrent friction 
every time the Government make an 
arbitrary change in the coal quota, and it 
is suggested that an Ala teak coal 
committee might be set up to watch the 
French coal market and recommend 
changes in the quota whenever necessary. 

The French Government would welcome 
any arrangement setting a _ distinction 
between coal for industrial use and for 
domestic. It is the imports of industrial 
coal which they want to restrict, but at 
present household coal is already covered 
by the quota. A private agreement 
between British and French coal interests, 
subject to the approval of the French 
Government, might get round this diff 
culty.

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ING OF ITALY AT “THE 
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Grtion has been especially tried out in 
the maneuvres to-day iad a a great 
success. 
The King of Italy was the first to arrive 
at “ the front ” this morning. He arrived 
in his motor car with his Aide-de-Cam 
before dawn, when the mists were stil 
over the mountain. Every now and again 
he stopped his car to put various questions 
to officers. 

He had a long talk with General Ago, 
who.is in charge of the manoeuvres, and 
subsequently with General Tua, in com- 
mand of the “ Red ” forces, and with 
General Bobbie, in command of the 
““ Blue ”' forces. 


DUCE ARRIVES 


With the arrival at the front of Signor 
Mussolini, accompanied by Signor Starace, 
Secretary of the Fascist Party, the huge 
Italian military manceuvres started in real 
earnest. 

The manceuvres were extended to-day to 
two other fronts on the Alps—near Ber- 
gamo, under ‘the command of General 
Amantea, and on the eastern front, in the 
Friuli region, under the command of 
General Zoppi. 

The object of the manceuvres in the 

Alps near Bergamo is to study the action 
of a counter-offensive after having re- 
pulsed the enemy's attacks. The “‘ Red ”' 
troops, which have been operating in the 
Valtellina plain, north of Milan, ex- 
perienced a temporary hold-up by large 
“Blue ” forces as they advanced up the 
slopes of the Alps. The “ Red ” gn 
were drawn up on a front running from 
Pizzo del Diabolo and Riva, on Lake 
Como. Once the “ Red ” forces were re- 
inforced they overcame the ‘‘ Blue ”’ 
forces’ resistance and advanced into the 
Lombard plain, ' 
The object of the manceuvres in the 
Fruiuli region is to exploit an advance 
guard advancing to make contact with the 
enemy, and to ensure an opening for the 
main body of men across a line of water. 
The attackers were made up of ean NÁ J 
and Alpine troops. Mobile troops too 
part in the battle and carried out the 
crossing of the river. The plan of battle 
was that large “Red” units advance 
towards the south between the Fella’ and 
But region towards the plain. The 
“Blue ” forces opposed them, drawn up 
on line from the Tagliamento and Fella 
regions and the Valle Raccolona. They 
waited for large reinforcements to arrive 
before they could begin the attack. 


LARGE SCALE TEST 


Yesterday—when the manceuvres offi- 
cially began—was regarded as a test for 
the large-scale operations which started 
to-day, and will develop in the next few 
days, including exercises: of great stra- 
tegic and tactical importance, Yesterda 
is considered to have proved the hig 
efficiency of the troops, both as regards 
their training and their Ea” strength. 
So far, the famous Alpini. have been 
much in evidence. Battalions have been 
used as mobile troops, operating on the 
highest part of the Brenta Mountains— 
about 10,000 feet above sea-level. Cavalry 
and tanks also have been used on the 
mountains. 
Experiments were made yesterday with 
a new ggstem of radio communication for 
the mobile units, and special means of 
defence against tanks, ranging from antj- 
tank guns to tank traps, were tried out,

ITALIAN PRESS APPLAUDS 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 


Cordial welcome is given in the Press 
here to-night to a.telegram from Tokyo 
stating that the newspapers give objective 
accounts of the Italian point of view in 
regard to the Abyssinian conflict, and that 
publia opinion is coming round to a better 
understanding of the Italian point of 
view. 

It is stated that a number of Japanese 
journalists are coming to Rome to report 
for their newspapers. 

The Giornale d'Italia states that a re- 
markable change in the attitude of the 
Japanese Press with regard to Italy should 
be emphasised, first because it shows that 
Italy’s rights are beginning to be under- 
stood, and, secondly, that it is impossible 
for the two nations to be at loggerheads 
in view of the fact that their development 
is on similar lines. Both, it is Stated, 
need to find new territory so that their 
growing population can expand, and to 
find those natural riches which have been 
denied to their countries. 


RESISTANCE OF THE 
LEAGUE 


Both nations, proceeds the newspaper, 
found the door shut to them after the 
Great War. Both nations found them- 
selves faced by the resistance of the 
League of Nations, which denied them the 
right of allowing them to fulfil the needs 
of a dynamic population. 

“This identity of problems of life in 
the historical development of the two 
nations, Italy and Japan, which are at 
the same time developing in two different 
sectors of the world, cannot but lead to 
an identity of thought and attitude of 
political solidarity towards opposing 
forces. 

“Japan knows that in no other country 
in world have her. problems of life 
and Jier necessity to take action been so 
well understood and followed as in Italy. 
Japan; knows that in the action Italy is 
vow taking there ia nothing to interfere 
with Japanese interests, because Italy 
seeks in Abyssinia security and terri- 
tories open to the work and trade of 
civilised nations, and not monopolies with 
closed doors, and still less closed for 
reasons of race, 

“We hope that as we approach the 
moment of decision this understanding of 
Japan will become a fact of | historic 
solidarity, equally useful to the two 
nations to-day and in the future.”’

ELUDES HIS GUARDS 


IN BARCELONA

AER crossing the Pyrenees on foot 
and making a terrible journey of 
eighteen hours along goat paths, Sefior 
Juan Casanovas, a former President of 
the Catalan Parliament, who escaped from 
Barcelona on Friday, has arrived here. 
He is suffering from a bad wound in the 
knee, the result of a fall -when he had stall 


| six hours to go before reaching Foix, the 


first town in France. 

At noon on Thursday he managed to 
elude two guards posted on his house in 
Barcelona, where he had been confined 
since Jast October’s revolution, awaiting a 
courtmartial. 

Sefior Casanovas declined to give details 
of how: he escaped, but he told Reuter: 
“You don’t suppose it was easy to get out 
of Barcelona, watched as I was.”” — 

Six hours in a car brought him to the 
mountains, and then began an eighteen 
hours’ climb, much of which was in snow 
and darkness. ‘‘ Don’t ask me where I 
crossed the Pyrenees,’’ he said. “TI took 
neither roads nor smugglers’ tracks. I 
worked out my own route. It was a moon- 
less night, and I feared every moment 
that I should be stopped by Customs 
officers. At one moment a shot rang out 
dangerously close. 

“Be careful,’ I heard someone say, 
‘these animals are dangerous when 
.wounded.” Two marksmen had mistaken 
me for a bear. Thereafter I smoked un- 
ceasingly to show that I was a human 
being.” 

Sefior Casanovas intends to seek the per- 
mission of the Ministry of the Interior 
to remain in France.

HER FIRST VISIT 


Mra. Walker here took up a most compli- 
mentary tale of her experiences in Dublin. 
‘‘ This is my first visit,” said Mrs. Walker, 
“and 1 have looked forward to it for ever 
so long. The romance of Ireland, of her 
history, her music, and her literature, has 
always fascinated me, and been a challenge 
to my imagination. Now, I must say that 
in even the little I have seen, my loveliest 
expectations have been realised. Everybody 
I have met has been so gentle, so helpful, so 
pleasant; Oh. I cannet describe how I liked 
them. All the Irish people 1 have met have
